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Miss  Agnes  MacGillivray  Retires 


Secretary  to  four  Presidents,  Miss  Agnes 
MacGillivray  retired  from  the  University 
staff  this  Summer.  She  has  been  succeeded 
as  Dr.  Bissell’s  secretary  by  Miss  Margaret 
Donovan. 

During  46  years,  Miss  MacGillivray  served 
seven  men— the  perfect  number,  she  says. 
She  began  as  an  assistant  to  Professor 
Oswald  Smith,  editor  of  the  University’s 
first  world  war  Roll  of  Service.  For  20  years 
she  worked  in  the  Registrar’s  office  under 
James  Brebner  and  A.  B.  Fennell.  Then,  in 
1940,  she  moved  upstairs  in  Simcoe  Hall  to 
serve  as  personal  secretary  to  H.  J.  Cody, 
Sidney  Smith,  Moffatt  Woodside  and  Claude 
Bissell. 

“Each  one”,  she  said  of  her  seven  masters 
at  a farewell  reception,  “was  completely 
different  in  his  way  of  working,  but  all  were 
alike  in  their  kindness  and  patient  considera- 
tion to  me.” 

Miss  MacGillivray  was  born  into  a Varsity 
family.  Her  father,  a Presbyterian  minister, 
graduated  from  University  College  in  1884; 
her  mother,  later  president  of  the  Women’s 
Missionary  Society  of  the  United  Church, 
graduated  in  1893.  She  grew  up  near  the 


campus  and  sleighed  down  its  hills  in  the 
winter.  In  1912,  she  became  the  first  child 
of  two  Alumni  to  register  in  U.C. 

There  she  was  a keen  tennis  and  hockey 
player,  won  a reputation  for  wit,  sense  and 
humour,  and  was  elected  president  of  the 
Women’s  Undergraduate  Association.  After 
graduation  in  Modern  Languages  came  a 
year  of  secretarial  school,  and  the  offer  of 
a job  with  Professor  Smith. 

Miss  MacGillivray  almost  refused  it,  in 
order  to  work  downtown.  In  1917,  she  felt 
she  had  spent  just  about  enough  time  on 
the  campus.

Three  New  Centres 


The  University’s  new  Centre  for  Russian 
and  East  European  Studies  will  be  directed 
by  Gordon  Skilling,  professor  of  Political 
Science.  This  is  Canada’s  first  major  centre 
for  the  study  of  Russia  and  eastern  Europe. 
Its  members  include  specialists  in  history, 
government,  economics,  geography  and  law, 
Russian,  Ukranian,  Polish  and  Serbo-croatian 
language  and  literature,  and  Islamic  studies. 
Dr.  Skilling  is  a Toronto  graduate  and 
Rhodes  Scholar.  He  took  his  Ph.D.  at  the 
School  of  Slavonic  and  East  European 
Studies  at  University  of  London.  In  1941  he 
offered  one  of  the  few  courses  on  eastern 
Europe  available  in  the  United  States  at 
University  of  Wisconsin,  and  returned  to 
Canada  to  direct  the  central  European 
broadcasts  of  the  International  Service  of 
the  C.B.C.  In  1947  he  went  to  Dartmouth 
College,  and  returned  here  in  1959. 

A Centre  for  Criminology  is  being  estab- 
lished in  the  University.  Its  first  director 
will  be  John  LI.  J.  Edwards,  who  has  also 
been  appointed  professor  in  the  Faculty  of 
Law.  Research  now  being  done  in  law,  psy- 
chology, medicine  (particularly  psychiatry), 
political  economy,  social  work  and  sociology 
will  be  co-ordinated  in  the  Centre.  Prof. 


Edwards  has  been  the  Sir  James  Dunn  Pro- 
fessor of  Law  at  Dalhousie  University,  and 
was  previously  on  the  Universities  of  London 
and  Belfast  staffs.  He  holds  an  M.A.  from 
Cambridge,  an  LL.B.  from  the  University 
of  Wales,  and  a Ph.D.  from  London. 

The  newly-created  Graduate  Centre  for 
Medieval  Studies  is  a co-operative  under- 
taking by  all  relevant  university  departments 
and  the  Pontifical  Institute  of  Medieval 
Studies.  The  intention  is  to  make  available 
to  students  various  approaches  to  the  middle 
ages  in  programs  of  studies  not  available 
in  existing  departments.  The  Centre’s  pur- 
pose is  the  training  of  scholars  who  know 
the  middle  ages  in  depth  as  well  as  in 
breadth.  It  is  staffed  by  a large  group  of 
scholars  whose  interests  range  widely  in  the 
middle  ages.  Bertie  Wilkinson,  Professor  of 
Medieval  History  is  the  Director  of  the 
Centre.  Secretaries  are  John  Leyerle 
( English ) and  Humphrey  Milnes  ( German ) .

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Mysteries 
of  Centrex 

Shortest  distance  between  President  and 
Chancellor  these  days  is  a mile-long  trip. 

The  President’s  call  to  the  Chancellor  in 
the  office  immediately  below  him  is  routed 
by  the  University’s  new  Centrex  telephone 
system  to  a Bell  Telephone  building  on 
Asquith  Avenue  then  back  to  Simcoe  Hall. 

In  operation  since  July  2,  the  system  offers 
three  main  advantages:  calls  may  be  made 
in  or  out  on  a 24-hour  basis  if  you  know 


the  correct  local;  equipment  automatically 
records  the  local  from  which  long  distance 
calls  originate  and  callers  who  know  the 
local  they  want  save  a lot  of  time. 

Telephone  company  officials  estimate  that 
70  per  cent  of  incoming  calls  now  are  being 
placed  directly  to  locals.  This  should  rise 
to  at  least  90  per  cent,  they  suggest. 

City  telephone  books  now  list  all  the  old 
numbers.  Publication  of  the  new  directory 
next  spring  should  substantially  reduce  the 
number  of  calls  coming  through  the  switch- 
board. As  more  University  personnel  get 
their  callers  to  use  the  new  numbers, 
further  reduction  is  possible. 

Asked  about  some  of  the  common  ques- 
tions encountered  in  the  changeover,  J.  F. 
Westhead  of  the  building  superintendent’s 
department  gave  these:  confusion  over  the 
single  dial  tone;  brief  delays  at  the  end  of 
dialling;  rapid  beeping  sometimes  at  the 
end  of  dialling. 

He  said  there  are  really  two  dial  tones 
as  before  but  they  have  the  same  pitch  or 
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tone.  New  instructions  issued  in  the  next 
internal  directory  will  clarify  this. 

Telephones  transmitted  each  letter  and 
digit  as  it  was  dialled.  Now  there  is  a brief 
delay  as  the  automatic  equipment  “looks” 
for  an  open  line. 

Rapid  beeping  at  the  end  of  dialling  is 
caused  by  overloading  of  the  entire  exchange 
you  are  calling.  Theoretically  there  is  no 
limit  to  the  number  of  outgoing  lines  avail- 
able to  people  calling  from  Centrex  systems. 

Final  phase  of  the  installation  is  the 
establishment  of  the  console  room  in  Simcoe 
Hall.  Instead  of  massive  banks  of  switching 
equipment,  three  operators  will  sit  at  ordi- 


nary desks  with  consoles  the  size  of  bread 
boxes.  This  will  liberate  valuable  office 
space  and  will  greatly  improve  the  opera- 
tors’ working  conditions. 

When  finished  this  December  the  system 
will  be  the  most  modern  in  the  world.  It  is 
Bell  Telephone’s  first  experience  in  linking 
console  switching  with  the  kind  of  crossbar 
dialling  equipment  now  in  use. 

Still  unsolved,  however,  is  the  problem 
of  one  perplexed  employee  who  carefully 
read  the  instructions  to  dial  9 plus  seven 
digits,  then  called  Mr.  Westhead’s  office  to 
say  she  couldn’t  find  the  plus  on  her  tele- 
phone!

Administration 

Appointment  of  D.  Carlton  Williams 
as  principal  of  the  new  University  of 
Toronto  college  in  Scarborough,  and  also  as 
Vice-President  in  charge  of  Off-Campus  Col- 
leges, a new  university  post,  has  been 
announced.  Dr.  Williams  is  director  of  the 
Division  of  University  Extension,  and  also 
professor  of  Psychology.  A graduate  of  the 
University  of  Manitoba,  he  took  his  master’s 
and  doctor’s  degrees  at  Toronto,  then  joined 
the  RCAF.

Dr.  Ketchum  retired 
last  year  from  Trinity  College  School,  Port 
Hope,  after  29  years  as  headmaster.  He  has 
resigned  from  the  University’s  Board  of 
Governors  where  he  served  for  11  years.

Arts  and  Science 

In  the  Department  of  Geography,  Prof. 
J.  W.  Birch  succeeds  Prof,  D.  F,  Putnam, 
who  is  retiring  after  10  years  in  office.  Dr. 
Putnam  continues  on  the  teaching  staff. 

Dr.  Birch  is  primarily  interested  in 
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rural  land  use,  and  the  competition  between 
urban  growth  and  agriculture.  His  studies 
range  from  the  highly  controlled  land 
development  of  Britain  to  the  largely  un- 
controlled urban  sprawl  of  Connecticut.  He 
comes  to  Toronto  from  Clark  University  in 
Worcester,  Mass.,  where  he  was  professor 
of  geography.  He  has  also  taught  at  the 
University  of  Bristol,  England. 

Dr.  Roland  List  who  has  has  been 
appointed  professor  of  Physics,  was  formerly 
head  of  the  hail  department  in  the  Swiss 
Federal  Snow  and  Avalanche  Research  Insti- 
tute. There  he  has  been  doing  basic  research 
with  a “hail  tunnel”  of  his  own  design— 
actually  two  wind  tunnels,  25  feet  high,  in 
which  he  could  simulate  the  natural  condi- 
tions of  cold  and  cloud  under  which  hail- 
stones form.  He  also  tested  several  tech- 
niques claimed  to  avert  hail,  but  found  none 
that  worked.  He  has  a possible  method  of 
his  own,  however,  which  he  will  continue 
to  develop  and  test  at  Toronto. 

Anthony  K.  Warder  has  been  appointed 
professor  in  the  Department  of  East  Asiatic 
Studies  to  introduce  a new  honours  course 
in  Indie  studies.  He  comes  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Edinburgh,  where  he  was  head 
of  the  Department  of  Sanskrit.  Following 
wartime  service  with  the  Royal  Navy,  Dr. 
Warder  studied  at  the  School  of  Oriental 
and  African  Studies  and  at  University  Col- 
lege, University  of  London,  then  went  to 
Edinburgh  in  1955.  He  is  an  expert  in  Pali 
and  executive  editor  of  the  Pali  Text  Society. 

G.  D.  Garland  has  been  appointed  pro- 
fessor of  Geophysics.  He  comes  from  the 
University  of  Alberta,  where  he  has  been 
professor  and  associate  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physics.  Dr.  Garland  is  the  new 
secretary  general  of  the  International  Union 
of  Geodesy  and  Geophysics,  which  has  now 
moved  its  headquarters  from  Paris  to 
Toronto. 

W.  J.  Eccles,  until  now  on  the  University 
of  Alberta  staff,  has  been  appointed  profes- 
sor in  the  Department  of  History.  After 
serving  with  the  RCAF  in  Europe  for 
four  years,  he  entered  McGill  University 
and  obtained  his  Ph.D.  and  studied  further 
at  the  Sorbonne  as  a French  Government 
scholar.  Dr.  Eccles  taught  at  University  of 
Manitoba  before  going  to  Alberta. 

L.  E.  H.  Trainor  is  a new  professor  in 
the  Department  of  Physics.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  University  of  Saskatchewan,  at 
Columbia  and  at  University  of  Minnesota 
where  he  obtained  his  Ph.D.  Dr.  Trainor 
was  a National  Research  Council  Post- 
doctoral Fellow,  then  taught  at  Queen’s 


University,  University  of  British  Columbia 
and  at  Alberta,  where  he  established  the 
Theoretical  Physics  Institute  in  1960. 

J.  E.  Smyth  has  been  appointed  profes- 
sor of  Commerce  in  the  Department  of 
Political  Economy.  He  has  held  the  same 
position  at  Queen’s  University  and  was 
chairman  of  undergraduate  studies  in  Com- 
merce.

Educated  at 
Toronto  and  Princeton,  Dr.  Sharp  has  also 
taught  at  Princeton  and  at  University  of 
Maryland.  For  nine  years  he  was  assistant 
research  officer,  Atomic  Energy  of  Canada, 
Chalk  River. 

Hugh  Rose  (Political  Economy)  is  an 
Oxford  graduate  whose  education  was  inter- 
rupted by  five  years’  service  in  the  Royal 
Horse  Artillery  in  the  Middle  East,  North 
Africa  and  Italy.  He  has  taught  at  Rhodes 
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University  College,  Grahamstown,  South 
Africa,  Exeter  University,  Devon,  England, 
and  at  Northwestern  University  and  Uni- 
versity of  Rochester  in  the  United  States. 

J.  Stefan  Dupre  (Political  Economy) 
graduate  of  University  of  Ottawa,  with  a 
Ph.D.  in  Political  Economy  and  Government 
from  Harvard  was  a Law  Fellow  at  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin.

University  College 

Douglas  LePan,  professor,  poet  and 
economist,  will  be  Principal  of  the  College 
from  July  1,  1964,  succeeding  Dr.  Moffatt 
St.  A.  Woodside. 
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Prof.  LePan  is  now  the  R.  Samuel 
McLaughlin  Research  Professor  of  English 
at  Queen’s  University.  He  graduated  from 
Toronto  in  English  and  History  and  studied 
English  Language  and  Literature  at  Oxford. 
Then  he  lectured  here  for  a year,  and 
proceeded  to  further  study  at  Harvard. 

Dr.  LePan  saw  wartime  service,  first  as 
chief  adviser  to  General  McNaughton  on 
educational  programs  in  the  Canadian  Army 
overseas,  then  on  the  Italian  front  as  a 
gunner.

General’s  Literary  Award  for  his  second 
book  of  poems  “The  Net  and  the  Sword”.
